Aircraft mechanics were only employed with 
bomber units. 


Comment ; The aircraft types mentioned in 

paras Bb and 3c cannot be determined from the in- 
sufficient description. It is, however, considered 
possible that they are Boston-Ills and H“4s 
assigned to a bomber regiment.
